NOTICE: How to Follow State Agency Rulemaking in the State Register

The State Register is the official source, and only complete listing, for all state agency rulemaking in its various stages. State agencies are
required to publish notice of their rulemaking action in the State Register. Published every Monday, the State Register makes it easy to follow and *
participate in the important rulemaking process. Approximately 80 state agencies have the authority to issue rules. Each agency is assigned specif-
ic Minnesota Rule chapter numbers. Every odd-numbered year the Minnesota Rules are published. The current 1995 set is a 13-volume bound
collection of all adopted rules in effect at the time. Supplements are published to update this set of rules. Generally speaking, proposed and adopt-
ed exempt rules do not appear in this set because of their short-term nature, but are published in the State Register.

An agency must first solicit Comments on Planned Rules or Comments on Planned Rule Amendments from the public on the subject matter
of a possible rulemaking proposal under active consideration within the agency (Minnesota Statutes §§ 14.101). It does this by publishing a notice
in the State Register at least 60 days before publication of a notice to adopt or a notice of hearing, or within 60 days of the effective date of any new
statutory grant of required rulemaking. '

When rules are first drafted, state agencies publish them as Proposed Rules, along with a notice of hearing, or a notice of intent to adopt rules
without a hearing in the case of noncontroversial rules. This notice asks for comment on the rules as proposed. Proposed emergency rules and
withdrawn proposed rules are also published in the State Register. After proposed rules have gone through the comment period, and have been
rewritten into their final form, they again appear in the State Register as Adopted Rules. These final adopted rules are not printed in their entirety
in the State Register, only the changes made since their publication as Proposed Rules. To see the full rule, as adopted and in effect, a person sim-
ply needs two issues of the State Register, the issue the rule appeared in as proposed, and later as adopted. For a more detailed description of the
rulemaking process, see the most current edition of the Minnesota Guidebook to State Agency Services.

The State Register features partial and cumulative listings of rules in this section on the following schedule: isues #1-13 inclusive; issues #14-
25 inclusive; issue #26 cumulative for issues #1-26; issues #27-38 inclusive; issue #39, cumulative for issues #1-39; issues #40-51 inclusive; and
issues #1-52 (or 53 in some years), camulative for issues #1-52 (or 53).

Comments on Planned Rules or Rule Amendments

An agency must first solicit Comments on Planned Rules or Comments on Planned Rule Amendments from the public on the subject
matter of a possible rulemaking proposal under active consideration within the agency (Minnesota Statutes §§ 14.101). It does this by pub-
lishing a notice in the State Register at least 60 days before publication of a notice to adopt or a notice of hearmg, and within 60 days of the
effective date of any new statutory grant of required rulemaking.

Rules to be Adopted After a Hearing

After receiving comments and deciding to hold a public hearing on the rule, an agency drafts its rule. It then publishes its rules with a
notice of hearing. All persons wishing to make a statement must register at the hearing. Anyone who wishes to submit written comments may
do so at the hearing, or within five working days of the close of the hearing. Administrative law judges may, during the hearing, extend the
period for receiving comments up to 20 calendar days. For five business days after the submission period the agency and interested persons
may respond to any new information submitted during the written submission period and the record then is closed. The administrative law
judge prepares a report within 30 days, stating findings of fact, conclusions and recommendations. After receiving the report, the agency
decides whether to adopt, withdraw or modify the proposed rule based on consideration of the comments made during the rule hearing proce-
dure and the report of the administrative law judge. The agency must wait five days after receiving the report before taking any action.

Rules to be Adopted Without a Hearing

Pursuant to Minnesota Statutes § 14.22, an agency may propose to adopt, amend, suspend or repeal rules without first holding a public hearing.
An agency must first solicit Comments on Planned Rules or Comments on Planned Rule Amendments from the public. The agency then pub-
lishes a notice of intent to adopt rules without a public hearing, together with the proposed rules, in the State Register. If, during the 30-day com-
ment period, 25 or more persons submit to the agency a written request for a hearing of the proposed rules, the agency must proceed under the pro-
visions of §§ 14.14-14.20, which state that if an agency decides to hold a public hearing, it must publish a notice of intent in the State Register.

Notice of Intent to Adopt Rules Without a Public Hearing

Proposed Amendment to Rules Governing the Licensure, Education and Conduct of Assessors, Minnesota Rules, parts 1950. 1050
and 1950.1060.

Introduction. The Minnesota State Board of Assessors intends to adopt rules without a public hearing following the procedures
set forth in the Administrative Procedure Act, Minnesota Statutes, sections 14.22 to 14.28, and rules of the Office of Administrative
Hearings, Minnesota Rules, parts 1400.2300 to 1400.2310. You have 30 days to submit written comments on the proposed rules and
may also submit a written request that a hearing be held on the rules.

Agency Contact Person. Comments or questions on the rules and written requests for a public hearing on the rules must be sub-
mitted to the agency contact person. The agency contact person is: Gerald Garski, Board of Assessors, at Minnesota Department of
Revenue, 10 River Park Plaza, Mail Station 3340, St. Paul, Minnesota 55145-3340, phone: (612) 296-0209, and fax: (612)297-2166.

Subject of Rules and Statutory Authority. The Minnesota State Board of Assessors wishes to update its rules. The proposed
rules are about the licensing, education and conduct of Minnesota assessors. The proposed amendments to the rules are needed in
order to 1) remove obsolete language, and 2) to make the rules conform to the current conditions prevalent in the field of assessment
education. The statutory authority to adopt the rules is found in Minnesota Statutes, section 270.41 and section 270.47. A copy of
the proposed rules is published in the State Register on Monday, November 4, 1996 and attached to this notice as mailed.

Comments. You have until 4:30 p.m. on Thursday, December 5, 1996, to submit written comment in support of or in opposition
to the proposed rules and any part or subpart of the rules. Your comment must be in writing and received by the agency contact
person by the due date. Comment is encouraged. Your comment should identify the portion of the proposed rules addressed and the
reason for the comment. You are encouraged to propose any change desired. Any comments that you would like to make on the
legality of the proposed rules must also be made during this comment period.

Request for a Hearing. In addition to submitting comments, you may also request that a hearing be held on the rules. Your
request for a public hearing must be in writing and must be received by the agency contact person by 4:30 p.m. on December 5,
1996. Your written request for a public hearing must include your name and address. You must identify the portion of the proposed
rules to which you object or state that you oppose the entire set of rules. Any request that does not comply with these requirements

is not valid and cannot be counted by the agency for determining whether a public hearing must be held. You are also encouraged
to state the reason for the request and any changes you want made to the proposed rules.

Withdrawal of Requests. If 25 or more persons submit a written request for a hearing, a public hearing will be held unless a suf-
ficient number withdraw their requests in writing. If enough requests for hearing are withdrawn to reduce the number below 25, the
agency must give written notice of this to all persons who requested a hearing, explain the actions the agency took to effect the with-
drawal, and ask for written comments on this action. If a public hearing is required, the agency will follow the procedures in
Minnesota Statutes, sections 14.131 to 14.20.

Alternative Format. Upon request, this Notice can be made available in an alternative format, such as large print, Braille, or
cassette tape. To make such a request, please contact the agency contact person at the address or telephone number listed above.

Modifications. The proposed rules may be modified as a result of public comment. The modifications must be supported by
comments and information submitted to the agency, and the adopted rules may not be substantially different than these proposed
rules. If the proposed rules affect you in any way, you are encouraged to participate in the rulemaking process.

Statement of Need and Reasonableness. A statement of need and reasonableness is now available from the agency contact
person. This statement contains a summary of the justification for the proposed rules, including a description of who will be
affected by the proposed rules and an estimate of the probable cost of the proposed rules. Copies of the statement may be obtained
at the cost of reproduction from the agency.

Adoption and Review of Rules. If no hearing is required, the agency may adopt the rules after the end of the comment period.
The rules and supporting documents will then be submitted to the Office of Administrative Hearings for review for legality. You-
may ask to be notified of the date the rules are submitted to the office. If you want to be so notified, or want to receive a copy of the
adopted rules, or want to register with the agency to receive notice of future rule proceedings, submit your request to the agency
contact person listed above.

1950.1050 ACCREDITED MINNESOTA ASSESSOR (AMA).

An assessor employed by a township or city shown on the “List of Assessor License Levels for Minnesota Taxing Jurisdictions”
under the heading “Accredited” must obtain the accredited Minnesota assessor designation. A jurisdiction requiring this level of
assessor may hire a certified Minnesota assessor specialist if the assessor obtains the required designation within one year of hire.
An assessor who fails to obtain the required designation must be dismissed. Requirements for accredited Minnesota assessor are
given in items A to HE.

A. A passing grade on the following courses:
(1) course A, assessment laws, history, and procedures;
(2) course B, residential appraisal or alternatives as shown in part 1950.1030;

(3) course H, mass appraisal, or an IAAO 3045 300 series course relating to the mass appraisal of residential or income
producing properties, o TAAO 302; mass eppraisal of income producing properties; or IAAO correspondence course, mass
appraisal of residential property, or IAAO 305, computer-assisted mass appraisal model building;

(4) IAAO 4, assessment administration or approved alternative; and
(5) one elective from the list of approved elective courses shown in the educational bulletin available from the board-

Subp. 2. Specific requirements for SAMA. Requirements for senior accredited Minnesota assessor are given in items A to F.
A. The designation of accredited Minnesota assessor or meeting of all requirements for accredited Minnesota assessor.

B. A passing grade on a demonstration narrative appraisal. This narrative appraisal is in addition to the one that must be written
to fulfill the requirements for the accredited Minnesota assessor designation. At least one of these narratives must be of an income-
producing property. In lieu of this narrative appraisal, the applicant may substitute obtaining one of the following designations:

(1) member, appraisal institute from the American Institute of Real Estate Appraisers;
(2) certified assessment evaluator from the International Association of Assessing Officers;
(3) senior real estate analyst from the Society of Real Estate Appraisers; ef
(4) senior real property appraiser from the Society of Real Estate Appraisers; or
(5) assessment administrative specialist from the International Association of Assessing Officers.

Effeetive January 1 $995; subpatts 3; 45
and 5; are repealed: As an alternative to the requirements shown in subpart 2, items A to E F, an assessor may meet the requirement
for the senior accredited Minnesota assessor designation by:

A. completing the requirements shown in subpart 2, items A, D, E, and F;
B. showing proof of having been awarded a bachelor’s, master’s, or doctor’s degree from an accredited university or college; and

C. achieving a passing grade on a demonstrative narrative appraisal of an income producing property. An appraisal of a non-
income producing property is not sufficient to meet the requirement of this part. In lieu of this narrative appraisal of an income pro-
ducing property the applicant may substitute obtaining one of the designations shown in subpart 2, item B.

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Adopted Rules

A rule becomes effective after the requirements of Minnesota Statutes §§ 14.05-14.28 have been met and five working days after the rule
is published in the State Register, unless a later date is required by statutes or specified in the rule.

If an adopted rule is identical to its proposed form as previously published, a notice of adoption and a citation to its previous State
Register publication will be printed.

If an adopted rule differs from its proposed form, language which has been deleted will be printed with strikeouts and new language will
be underlined. The rule's previous State Register publication will be cited.

Exempt Rules
An exempt rule adopted under Minnesota Statutes §§ 14.386 or 14.388 is effective upon its publication in the State Register.

Emergency Expedited Rules

Provisions for the Commissioner of Natural Resources to adopt emergency expedited Game and Fish Rules are specified in Minnesota
Statutes §§ 84.027. The commissioner may adopt emergency expedited rules when conditions exist that do not allow the Commissioner to com-
ply with the requirements for emergency rules. The Commissioner must submit the rule to the attorney general for review and must publish a
notice of adoption that includes a copy of the rule and the emergency conditions. Emergency expedited rules are effective upon publication in
the State Register, and may be effective up to seven days before publication under certain emergency conditions. Emergency expedited rules are
effective for the period stated or up to 18 months.

Department of Human Services

Adopted Permanent Rules Relating to Family Community Support Services and Therapeutic
Support of Foster Care

The rules proposed and published at State Register, Volume 21, Number 2, pages 48-56, July 8, 1996 (21 SR 48), are adopted
with the following modifications: ‘

9505.0326 FAMILY COMMUNITY SUPPORT SERVICES.

Subp. 4. Eligibility for medical assistance payment. To be eligible for medical assistance payment, the provider of family
community support services as specified in subpart 2 must meet the requirements in items A to F. The mental health professional or
practitioner delivering family community support services must work with other persons rendering services to the child and shall
ensure coordination and nonduplication of services consistent with county board coordination procedures established under
Minnesota Statutes, section 245.4881, subdivision 5. Services must be provided in accordance with the following requirements:

C. The county board or ageney provider under contract to the county board shall ensure that the mental health professionals
involved in a child’s care develop and sign the treatment plan and periodically review the necessity for treatment and the appropri-
ateness of care. The individual treatment plan must become a subsection of the individual family community support plan.

Subp. 7. Excluded services. The services specified in items A to N are not eligible for medical assistance payment:

D. more than 24 hours of crisis assistance within any consecutive six-month period. The 24-hour limit may not be exceeded
during any calendar year, except in the case of an emergency, and prior authorization er after-the-fact autherization of the psy-
chotherapy is obtained under past 9505-5645;

Subp. 10. Coordination of family community support services with other programs. Family community support services to
recipients receiving community support services through a program other than medical assistance shall be coordinated as specified
in items A and B. '

B. If applicable, the local ageney provider specified in subpart 2 shall coordinate but not duplicate services under the adult
community support programs for a child between the ages of 18 and 21 who is eligible for and is receiving family community
support services. The individual treatment plan shall address an appropriate transition plan between family community support and
community support services, if applicable.

9505.0327 THERAPEUTIC SUPPORT OF FOSTER CARE.

Subp. 4. Eligibility for medical assistance payment. To be eligible for medical assistance payment, the provider of therapeutic
support of foster care under subpart 2 must meet the requirements in items A to F.

A. Therapeutic support of foster care must be provided by mental health professionals and mental health practitioners who are
skilled in the delivery of therapeutic support services to foster families caring for children with severe emotional disturbance. The
county board or provider under contract to a county board must ensure that mental health practitioners providing therapeutic
support of foster care receive 20 hours of continuing training in & twe-year period: # list of aceeptable training topies is defined in
part 9535:4068; subparts 1 and 2 as defined in subpart 9.
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B. The number of foster children in the family receiving therapeutic support of foster care shall not exceed two- without
department approval based on justification consistent with “Program Standards for Treatment Foster Care,” which js incorporated
by reference and published by the Foster Family-Based Treatment Association, 43 West 33rd Street, Suite 601, New York, New
York 10001 (New York, New York, 1991). It is subject to frequent change and is available at the Legislative Reference Library,
6th Floor, 100 Constitution Avenue, St. Paul, MN 55155,

D. The county board or egesey provider under contract to the county board must provide, or assist the child or the child’s
foster family in arranging, mental health crisis services for the child and the child’s foster family. Mental health crisis services must
be available 24 hours per day, seven days a week.

E. The provider under subpart 2 must submit a letter to the Department of Human Services prior to rendering therapeutic
support of foster care ensuring that the ageney with which it eontreets it has adequate capacity to recruit mental health professionals
and practitioners to provide therapeutic support of foster care, as specified in subparts 5 and 6.

F. The provider of therapeutic support of foster care under subpart 2 must ensure that services are rendered in a manner that is
consistent with the core values set forth in “Program Standards for Treatment Foster Care;.” which is incorporated by reference and
published by the Foster Family-Besed Treatment Assoeiation; 43 West 331d Street; Suite 604; New Yeorlg New ¥ork 1000+ (New
¥eoils; New Yors 1994 It is subjeet to frequent ehange and is available at the Legislative Reference Library; 6th Floor; 100

Subp. 8. Excluded services. The services specified in items A to J are not eligible for medical assistance payment:

B. more than 192 hours of individual, family, or group skills training within any consecutive six-month period. The 192-hour
limit may not be exceeded during any calendar year, without prior authorization;

C. more than a combined total of 48 hours within any consecutive six-month period of individual psychotherapy, family psy-
chotherapy, group psychotherapy, and multiple-family group psychotherapy. The 48-hour limit may not be exceeded during any
calendar year, except in the case of an emergency if prior authorization er after-the-fact autherization of the psychotherapy is
obtained under pagt 9505-5615;

If the commissioner has determined that the applicant has satisfied the requirements of
subpart 6, the commissioner shall appoint or reappoint e the applicant to the roster based upen the eommissioner’s judgment that
the applicant has satisfied the requirements of subpart 6. If the applicant has failed to satisfy the requirements of subpart 6, the com-
missioner shall reject the application in writing, including the reasons for the rejection. In the event that there are more qualified
applicants than vacancies on the roster, the commissioner shall appoint applicants in rank order of their qualifications or by lottery
‘where qualifications are relatively equal.

Emergency Executive Order #96-17: Providing for Assistance to Officials in Martin County

I, ARNE H. CARLSON, GOVERNOR OF THE STATE OF MINNESOTA, by virtue of the authority vested in me by the
Constitution and the applicable statutes, do hereby issue this Emergency Executive Order:

WHEREAS, the sheriff of Martin County has requested assistance in searching for a missing 2-year-old boy believed to have
wandered away from his home in Elm Creek Township near Sherburn; and

WHEREAS, deteriorating weather conditions have increased the urgency of finding the boy soon; and
WHEREAS, previous and on-going search efforts have been unsuccessful; and

WHEREAS, Martin County does not have adequate personnel and equipment to continue an effective search;
NOW, THEREFORE, I hereby order that:

1. The Adjutant General of Minnesota order to active duty on or about October 16, 1996, in the service of the State, such
personnel and equipment of the military forces of the State as required, and for such a period of time as necessary, to
assist and support civil authorities in Martin County in the search effort.

2. The cost of subsistence, transportation, fuel, pay and allowances of said individuals shall be defrayed from the general
fund of the State, as provided for in Minnesota Statutes 1994, sections 192.49, 192.51 and 192.52.

Pursuant to Minnesota Statutes 1994, section 4.035, subd. 2, this Order is effective immediately and shall remain in effect until
such date as elements of the military forces of the State are no longer required or until rescinded by proper authority.

At the request of
the chairs of the Senate and House of Representatives committees that hear workers’ compensation matters, the Department shall
schedule a meeting of the council with the members of the committees to discuss matters of legislative concern arising under
Chapter 176. Responsible for recommending to the legislature adjustments in workers’ compensation maximum weekly benefit
amount. The council consists of 12 members including Presidents of the largest statewide Minnesota business and organized labor
organizations as measured by the number of employees of its business members and in its affiliated labor organizations in
Minnesota on July 1, 1992, and every five years thereafter; five additional members representing business, and five additional
members representing organized labor. The governor, majority leader of the senate, speaker of the house of representatives, the
minority leaders of the senate and the house of representatives, shall each select a business and labor representative. At least four
of the labor representatives shall be chosen from the affiliated membership of the AFL-CIO. At least two of the business represen-
tatives shall be representatives of small employers. None of the council members shall represent attorneys, health care providers,
qualified rehabilitation consultants, or insurance companies. The Commissioner of Labor and Industry shall serve as chair of the
council as a nonvoting member. The ten appointed voting members shall serve for terms of five years and may be reappointed. The
majority leader of the senate and the speaker of the house, the minority leader of the senate and the minority leader of the house
shall each appoint a caucus member as liaisons to the council. The council has 12 voting members and 4 legislative liaisons. The
first Tuesday of January, March, May, July, September, November for 3 hours in the Minnesota Room, Dept. Labor & Industry,
443 Lafayette Rd., St. Paul, MN.

cy on correctional resources and the impact of any proposed changes to the sentencing system; and 5) To promote public safety by rec-
ommending the harshest sanctions for violent offenders who pose the greatest danger to public safety and coordinating sentencing prac-
tices with correctional resources to assure that prison resources are available for these violent offenders. To achieve the mission and
goals stated above, the agency and commission evaluate sentencing policy and practices, modifies sentencing policy; determines the
impact of policy on correctional resources; and provides training, implementation, and information services to the criminal justice com-
munity and the public. The criminal justice system is extremely dynamic and the commission must consider whether to make changes to
the sentencing guidelines in order to continue to fulfill its mission. The commission presents recommendations to the legislature each
year for changes to the sentencing guidelines. The eleven members include one judge of the Court of Appeals and one district court
judge to be appointed by the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court; one public defender; one county attorney; one peace officer; one proba-
tion officer; three public members, one of whom must be a victim of a crime defined as a felony; and the Chief Justice of the Supreme
Court and the Commissioner of Corrections or their designees.

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The Department of Revenue began issuing revenue notices in July of 1991. Revenue notices are statements of policy made by the department that pro-
vide interpretation, detail, or supplementary information concerning a particular statute, rule, or departmental practice. The authority to issue revenue
notices is found in Minnesota Statutes §270.0604.

Department of Revenue

Revenue Notice #96-16: Corporate Franchise & Sales and Use Tax Nexus, In-State Repair
Services by Computer Companies

The Multistate Tax Commission issued a nexus program bulletin (NB 95-1) on December 20, 1995 relating to the provision of in-
state repair services by computer companies and how such services will create jurisdiction to tax computer companies.

This nexus program bulletin is consistent with the Minnesota Department of Revenue’s position with regard to such activities
occurring within the State of Minnesota. The majority of the Multistate Tax Commission’s nexus bulletin follows:

Computer Company’s Provision of in-State Repair Services Creates Nexus

This Bulletin describes the nexus consequences under the U.S. Constitution and Public Law 86-272 to a company selling com-
puter and/or related items through direct marketing (hereafter sometimes called “computer company”) where the computer
company also provides, directly or indirectly, repair services to its customers in a taxing State. While this Bulletin focuses on the
provision of repair services performed in the taxing State, other activities conducted by or on behalf of a computer company in a
taxing State may also independently create constitutional or federal statutory nexus.

Industry Practice

Computer companies selling through direct marketing routinely provide repalr services to their customers elther on-site or
through a business location in the customer’s State under the computer company’s warranty. A typical fact pattern is described
below. This example is for illustrative purposes and should not be interpreted to exclude other instances involving similar, but not
identical, fact patterns.

An out-of-state direct marketing computer company (“Computer Co.”) solicits sales through advertising in computer magazines,
catalogues, and fliers mailed into the taxing State. Computer Co.’s one year warranty provides for repair services in the customer’s
State. The Computer Co. proclaims to its customers and/or potential customers in the taxing State through advertisements and other
means that its warranty covers provision of repair services in the customer’s State. The warranty is either included with the pur-
chase of every Computer Co. computer or computer related equipment or is available at an additional fee. Computer Co. sells a
computer or related equipment to a customer and end user in the taxing State. When the customer discovers a problem, the terms of
the warranty provide that the customer should contact Computer Co. to arrange repair service. The customer is not authorized to
call the third party repair company to arrange for the repair without first calling Computer Co. for authorization. Customer calls
Computer Co. which, after determining that the problem is covered by the warranty, may first attempt to solve the problem over the
telephone. The Computer Co. determines whether repair is necessary and authorizes the in-state repair. Either Computer Co. or the
customer, on Computer Co.’s authorization, contacts a third party service provider who performs the service in the taxing State
either at the customer’s location or at a site determined by the third party service provider.

Nexus Consequences

The industry practice of providing in-state warranty repair services through third party repair service providers, as described
above, creates constitutional nexus for imposition of use tax collection responsibility for all sales made to customers in that State
and for income, franchise, or comparable tax liability (including but not limited to a gross receipts excise tax) in the taxing State
where the warranty services are performed. The repair services performed in the taxing State by the third party representative do
not constitute de minimis activities in the taxing State. De minimis activity that does not rise to the level of constitutional nexus is
activity that represents no more than a trivial connection with the State. Activities that are regular or systematic and in furtherance
of the seller’s business, such as the provision of in-state repairs under the company’s warranty in this case, are not trivial.

Legal Analysis
1. Constitutional Standards for Use Tax Nexus

The limits of States’ taxing authority under the Due Process and Commerce Clauses for imposition of use tax collection responsi-
bility are set forth in Quill Corp. v. North Dakota, ___U. S.__, 112 S. Ct. 1904 (1992), and in National Bellas Hess Inc. v.
Department of Revenue, 386 U.S. 753 (1967). In Quill, the Court held that the Due Process Clause does not require the in-state
physical presence of an out-of-state seller for a State’s jurisdiction to impose a use tax collection duty upon the out-of-state seller.
Economic presence through purposeful solicitation of business within a State was sufficient. Quill, 112 S. Ct. at 1911. In overrul-
ing, in part, the holding in National Bellas Hess, the Court held that the Due Process concems of “fairness” were satisfied where the
out-of-state seller “purposefully avails itself of the benefits of an economic market in the forum State.” Id. at 1910. The Court also
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reaffirmed the “bright line” safe harbor created in National Bellas Hess that contacts with a taxing State through U.S. mail or
common carrier do not create “substantial nexus” under the Commerce Clause. The Court reaffirmed that in-state presence of, or
attributable to, the out-of-state direct marketing seller through retail outlets, property, or personnel satisfies the Commerce Clause
requirement. The Quill Court drew a bright line between those direct marketing sellers with no connection to the State other than
through the U.S. mail or by common carrier and all other direct marketing sellers. Thus, to the extent that a computer company’s
activities in any State exceeds contacts by U.S. mail or common carrier, nexus may exist. Where a direct marketing company has
in-state physical presence through property or personnel in the taxing State, substantial nexus clearly exists.

Under the Quill bright line test, repair service provided directly by a direct marketing computer company employee in the cus-
tomer’s State creates in-state physical presence that exceeds contact by U.S. mail or common carrier and constitutes “substantial
nexus.” Courts have also consistently ruled that out-of-state companies may not circumvent state jurisdiction to impose taxes by
contracting with in-state persons to conduct company business that would have otherwise created nexus if the out-of-state company
had used their own employees. The U.S. Supreme Court has uniformly found that the in-state presence of a representative of an
out-of-state seller who conducts regular or systematic activities in furtherance of the seller’s business, such as solicitation of sales or
provision of services, creates nexus. Scripto, Inc. v. Carson, 362 U.S. 207 (1960); General Trading Co. v. lowa, 322 U.S. 327
(1944); Felt & Tarrant Mfg. Co. v. Gallagher, 306 U.S. 62 (1939). See also Tyler Pipe Industries, Inc. v. Washington Dep’t of
Revenue, 483 U.S. 232 (1987); Standard Pressed Steel vs. Dep't of Revenue, 419 U.S. 560 (1975). The Court in Quill specifically
approved this line of cases and recognized that these cases all involve physical presence that creates nexus under National Bellas
Hess. Quill, 112 S.Ct. at 1910. Accordingly, presence of representatives of a direct marketing computer company providing repair
services in the customer’s State will generate constitutional nexus.

The characterization of the relationship between the out-of-state seller and its in-state representative conducting business on the
out-of-state seller’s behalf does not effect the nexus determination. Scripto, Inc. v. Carson, 362 U.S. 207 (1960). See also Tyler
Pipe Inc. v. Washington Dep’t of Revenue, 483 U.S. 232 (1987); Standard Pressed Steel v. Dep’t of Revenue, 419 U.S. 560 (1975).
In Scripto, the Court held that in-state activities on Scripto’s behalf by ten part-time independent contractors created nexus, even
though these independent contractors worked for competing companies. The Court held that the distinction between employees and
independent contractors was of no constitutional significance. As the Supreme Court in Scripto noted, the important fact is that the
in-state activity is effective in creating and maintaining the in-state market. Scripro, 362 U.S. at 211-212. Similarly, in Tyler Pipe
Industries, Inc. v. Washington Dep’t of Revenue, 483 U.S. 232 (1987), the activities of one independent contractor residing in the
taxing State were sufficient to create a taxable presence in the State on behalf of the company to impose Washington’s Business and
Occupations tax. /n Tyler Pipe, the Court held that the critical test was

whether the activities performed in this state on behalf of the taxpayer are significantly associ-
ated with the taxpayer’s ability to establish and maintain a market in this state for the sales.

Tyler Pipe, 483 U.S. at 250. The Court found this standard was satisfied because “Tyler’s sales representatives perform any local
activities necessary for maintenance of Tyler Pipe’s market and protection of its interests.” Id. at 251. The important aspect of both
decisions is that the Court, without weighing the amount of the in-state activities, noted that in-state activities carried on through an
in-state representative associated with the seller’s ability to establish and maintain a market in the taxing State satisfies constitu-
tional nexus requirements. Tyler Pipe, 483 U.S. at 250; Standard Pressed Steel, 419 U.S. at 562. In-state representation can take
many forms, such as representation by individuals, corporations, partnerships, or other entities. The different forms of the relation-
ship have no constitutional significance. Hence, an out-of-state company may not circumvent the imposition of nexus in a State
where a representative third party company, rather than an in-state individual representative, conducts in-state activities on its
behalf. It is the performance of the in-state activities by an in-state entity on the seller’s behalf that extends those nexus creating
activities and in-state presence to the out-of-state seller.

The provision of warranty repair service in the customer’s state is precisely the kind of presence that squarely supports the
finding of substantial nexus. The provision of in-state repair services provided by a direct marketing computer company as part of
the company’s standard warranty or as an option that can be separately purchased and as an advertised part of the company’s sales
contributes significantly to the company’s ability to establish and maintain its market for computer hardware sales in the State. As
in Tyler Pipe, these in-state activities, which develop goodwill and increased market share, are no less important or beneficial to the
out-of-state direct marketing computer company because they are performed by an independent third party repair service.

2. Standards for Income and Franchise Tax Nexus Under the Constitution and P.L. 86-272

There is a question of whether the substantial nexus standard for imposition of use tax collection as preserved in Quill or a lower
nexus standard applies to income taxes, franchise taxes based upon income, and other comparable taxes. Regardless of the merits of
these two positions, there is no question that when a company has sufficient contact with the State to support the constitutional
imposition of a use tax collection and reporting obligation with respect to the State into which the company is selling, nexus exists
for the application of an income, franchise, or comparable tax as well. The discussion of use tax nexus in the previous section sup-
ports the conclusion that constitutional nexus under the Commerce Clause and the Due Process Clause exists with respect to the
market State’s imposition of a reporting obligation under an income, franchise, or comparable tax.
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A State’s jurisdiction to impose taxes based on net income is further limited by Public Law 86-272, codified at 15 U.S.C. § 381
et. seq. (1988) (“P.L. 86-272"). P.L. 86-272 provides that a State may not impose a net income based tax on an out-of-state
company if the company does no more than solicit orders for sales of tangible personal property. The protection extends to solicita-
tion by either employees or independent contractors. However, if the independent contractor engages in activities on behalf of the
company that exceed solicitation and sales and such activities are not ancillary to the solicitation of sales, the company is no longer
protected.

The provision of warranty repair of computers and computer related equipment exceeds solicitation and is not a protected ancil-
lary activity. Accordingly, P.L. 86-272 does not protect the out-of-state direct marketing computer company’s repair activities in
the taxing State.

3. De Minimis Activities

In Wisconsin Dep’t of Revenue v. William Wrigley, Jr., Co., ___U.S.__,112 S.Ct. 2447 (1992), the Supreme Court found that
the de minimis concept is especially important when a rule operates in a “stark all-or-nothing fashion”, such as P. L. 86-272.
Wrigley, at 2458. The “bright line” nexus rule affirmed by the Court in Quill also operates in an all-or-nothing fashion.
Accordingly, recognition of a de minimis exception is appropriate for use tax collection as well as income tax liability even though
the bright line is not statutory as is P. L. 86-272. De minimis activities are those that, when taken together, establish only a trivial
connection with the taxing State. Id. at 2458. An activity conducted within a taxing State on a regular or systematic basis or pur-
suant to a company policy (whether such policy is written or not) is not considered trivial. Id. at 2459 n. 8. Whether or not an activ-
ity consists of a trivial or non-trivial connection with the taxing State is to be measured on both a qualitative and quantitative basis.
If the disqualifying activity either quantitatively or qualitatively creates a non-trivial connection with the taxing State, then the de
minimis exception to constitutional or statutory nexus is not applicable. Establishing that the disqualifying activities only account
for a relatively small part of the business conducted within the taxing State is not determinative of whether a de minimis level of
activity exists. Because the provision of warranty repairs in the customer’s state is a regular and systematic business activity
directed to the establishment and maintenance of the in-state market, this activity cannot be considered de minimis.

Application of the Law to the Direct Marketing Computer Industry Practice

There is no issue of Due Process nexus because direct marketing computer companies purposefully direct advertising and cata-
logue solicitations to taxing State customers. Under applicable case law, in-state presence of independent contractors creates sub-
stantial nexus under the Commerce Clause for out-of-state companies that hire them to perform in-state services. Accordingly, the
industry practice of direct marketing computer companies arranging for provision of in-state repair service through third parties
creates nexus. The fact that the in-state warranty service is actually performed by a third party is of no constitutional consequence.
In any event, the out-of-state direct marketing computer company authorizes the in-state warranty repair service provider to perform
the necessary repairs on its behalf. The third party service provider merely serves as an extension of the out-of-state direct market-
ing computer company. Thus, the in-state repair activities benefit the direct marketing computer company and aid in the establish-
ment and maintenance of the in-state market. Indeed, from the end user’s point of view, the out-of-state direct marketing computer
company is his or her primary contact and the entity that the end user must rely on to obtain repairs under the warranty agreement.
Provision of in-state repair service has become more or less a standard practice in the direct marketing computer industry and in
many cases is advertised by the direct marketing computer company itself. Provision of in-state warranty repairs is thus tacitly rec-
ognized as a necessity to maintain market share in the competitive direct marketing computer industry. The warranty repair activity
is a regular, systematic activity undertaken under direct marketing computer company’s written warranty. Accordingly, the in-state
repair activity does not constitute a de minimis activity regardless of the number of times warranty services are actually provided in
the customer’s state or the amount of time spent in the state to make repairs covered by the warranty agreement.

The following States have indicated that their law is consistent.with the constitutional and federal statutory nexus principles
described in this Bulletin and that they will enforce these nexus standards with respect to computer companies selling computers
and/or related items through direct marketing for purposes of determining, as indicated by parenthetical notation, an obligation to
collect, report and remit use taxes on the sale and purchase of a computer and/or related items and/or an obligation to report and pay
income taxes, franchise taxes based on income, or comparable taxes: Alabama. . .Minnesota (use tax, net income tax, net income
based franchise tax);. . . '
